Food deal fails, as 


dormies are warned

Associate Dean of Students 
Shiriey Uplinger issued a memo 
Thursday warning dorm residents of 
the dangers of “attempting to rip off” 
the food system 

The food service in the resident 
halls has been the subject of a recent 
controversy centered on a con- 
tractual dispute between dorm 
residents and the Hornet Foundation 
Meetings held Wednesday resulted in 
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a university decision to allow the 
dorm residents to determine for 
themselves whether to continue us- 
ing food coupons ito purchase 
meals, or opt for a 19 meai food pian 
In either case, meals would stil! be 
paid for from the $350 students paid 
with their original dorm contracts 


Uplinger warned that the exces- 
sive use of food coupons, which 
would no longer be va'id if the 
students opt for the 19 meal plan, 
could, “have a detrimental effect for 
you on the quality, quantitiy and 
potential special programs such as 
barbeques, picnics, or field trips, etc. 
if the 19 meal plan is supported by the 
students and thus implemented.” 

As a result oftherise in the use of 


food coupons noted Wednesday by 
university officiais, 572 compared to 
115 on previous Wednesdays, 
Uplinger has ordered that the 
coupons be used exclusively “for the

Where were you in ‘52? Not stan- 
ding on the Guy West bridge, or the 
third floor of the Science building, or 
even kicking through dead leaves 
massed on campus” walkways, 
because none of those things had yet 
been born. As a matter of fact, many 
of today’s CSUS students had yet to 
be born, too, in 1952 

October 25 that year. twenty - five 
years ago, marked a milestone in the 


evolution of CSUS, with the laying of 
the cornerstone. It was a cool fall 
Saturday, and the temporary 
bleachers erected in front of the new 
administration building overflowed 
with Sacramento's business, 
educational and civic leaders. There 
were no coiorful fall leaves dotting the 
lawns and sidewalks as there are to- 
day — there were no lawns, sidewalks 
or trees. The view from the ad- 
ministration building across the front 
drive to J Street was bare, in an- 
ticipation of dorms and landscaping 
to be added later to the smail campus. 


“With the laying of tne 
cornerstone, the college moves one 
step closer to its most prominent 
dream — a campus of its own,” said 
the special issue of the Hornet in 
1952, dedicated to the ceremony. The 
paper was then three years oid. 

Dr. Guy West, college president 
from 1947 to 1965, and Jim Warren,

Tnere is an ominous cloud of irrational emotional thinking on the horizon 
Already thunder and the first few flashes of lightning have reached us. Whether 
or not these upheavais portend the coming of a greater storm or are merely 
passing phenomena is a concern to each and every one of us interested in the 
preservation of the iighest ideals of this country. 

What we're concerned about is the recent harrassment and firings of 
homosexual teachers, an occurance that is intolerable except in cases of gross 
incompetence. We cannot allow the suspension of human rights to occur 
because of a person's sexual preference any more than we can because of his 
race, creed, c , OF national origin 

Homosexuality is an emotional issue. It's aimost impossible to change a per- 
son's mind on this subject if his beliefs are strongly held, but it is possible to 
discuss a policy that makes a teacher's sex life a basis for hiring or retention 
And it should be discussed 

Ours is a country that's always put a great deal of importance On individual 
freedom and equality. But, as we all know. some are always more equal! than 
others and we have had a bad habit of perverting our most sacred ideals to fit 
the times 

It's not pleasant to recall our nationai perversions. We've allowed slavery to 
exist, nearly exterminated the Native American Indian, stolen land, blacklisted 
people for their political beliefs, incarcerated Japanese - American citizens, 
devastated Vietnam, and that's not even the whole list 

Because of our inconsistent nature, we must be constantly on guard for the 
danger signals of new threats to freedom. The fear and emotional reaction to 
homosexuality is such a danger signal. To deny people jobs because of their 
sexual preferences and not their competence is a threat to us ail 

It's not our desire to polarize or antagonize people on this issue, but to ex- 
press a deep concern about the possibility of our own garbled history repeat- 
ing itself. it may seem a small and unimportant issue, with none of the larger im- 
pact of the Bakke case, but to paraphrase. “the loss of even one man's rights 
diminishes al! of us.” 

Let's judge people by their actions, knowledge, and humanity rather than by 
the terribly limited views of our own Prejudices

The 
faculty, administration, and students provide input to make clear their ideas 
regarding ARTP. Most of the faculty members support a merit system 
(promotion based on performance after compilation of student evaluation and 
peer assessment etc.). However some faculty members prefer the seniority 
system of promotion. The advantages of the seniority system for some faculty 
members seems obvious 

Moreover, the administration and students like the majority of the faculty 
support the merit system.

Frankel expressed optimism regar- 
ding her team's capability of putting a 
“1” in the Spartan's loss column. “San 
Jose State is a very finely tuned 
team,” the coach said. “They have ex- 
cellent teamwork and good balance. 
We will have to play very well but we 
can beat them.” 

Both teams rely on a diversified 
offensive attack. CSUS is particularly 
strong in the scoring area with seven 
definite threats who have put points in 
the book at one time or other. 

To be successful on defense, 
Frankel said her players must keep 
the bali away from San Jose's 
strength — the middle.

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Monument notes historic American River crossing 
Jedediah Smith found no beaver on the “Wild River’

On the rainy afternoon of 22 Feb- 
ruary 1828, young mountain man 
Jedediah Smith, one of the first men 
to reach California overland, crossed 
the American River near the location 
of the Guy West bridge. Today a 
monument dedicated to that historic 
event stands 25 feet in front of the 
Bookstore, approximately the site of 
the actual! crossing 

Smith's crossing was nota solitary 
event His band consisted of 18 
trappers and a herd of about 315 half 
wild horses and mules. The in- 
dustrious Smith had acquired the 
horses and mules inthe San Jose area 
for $10 apiece. He was now deter- 
mined to drive them into the hills 
where mountain men would pay as 
much as $50 apiece for the animals 
The party was aiso loaded down with 
beaver pelts taken while trapping 
along the Calaveras, Mokelumne and 
Cosumnes Rivers 

The American River was high that 
winter. Smith described the crossing 
in his journal 


‘My goods were ferried over in a 
skin canoe, and the horses swam. The 
skins of my three canoes had been 
carried along for several days and 
were ready for us at any time by mak- 
ing a frame After crossing the river | 
moved 'sofamileandencampedona 
slou of the river, my camp being onan 
island 


The day after the crossing Smith 
and his band continued along what 
they called the “Wild River.” The 
trappers found no beaver upriver and 
the mud made progress difficult. In- 
dians living along the banks of the 
American abandoned their lodges at 
Smith's approach 

An unfortunate incident occured a 
few days later along the river. While 
inspecting traps two of Smith's men 
spied some indians. They calied out 
and when the Indians ran the trappers 
unloaded their muskets. One of the

the 1952 student body president (now 
CSUS admissions officer), deposited 
contemporary artifacts in the time 
capsule within the cornerstone. 
Copies of the Hornet, the 1952 States- 
man yearbook, 1952-53 Handbook, 
and newspapers of the day were 
placed in the container to be 
preserved for posterity 

A student was asked to help with 
the mortar and finish the stone after 
the time capsule was inserted. An 
instructor who saw him slipping 
something in before sealing the stone 
later asked what he had added. He feit 
everything had been too formal, the 
student said, so he threw in a “iove 
ietter to my wife” 

Three months after the 
cornerstone laying ceremony, the 
college moved from its temporary 
location at Sacramento Junior 
College (now Sac City) to the new 
campus. It was a major step toward 
realizing the goal of a “four - year 
institution of higher education above 
the twelfth grade” in the city of Sac- 
ramento envisioned by the 1947 
legislation establishing Sacramento 
State College 

The new campus consisted of 
seven buildings: administration, lib- 
rary (now the Student Services 
Center), Douglass Hall, cafeteria

frightened Indians was killed and 
another limped away wounded 
Smith wrote in his journal that he 
“was extremely sorry for the in- 
cident.” As punishment he forbid the 
two guilty trappers ‘the privilege of 
setting traps’ A stern Methodist 
Smith deplored the use of unneces- 
sary violence. He carried a Bible as 
well as a rifle wherever he wandered 


Early in March the trappers 
reached the junction of the Sac- 
ramento and American Rivers The 
tired band rested for a shorttime then 
continued to move north along the 
course of the Sacramento 

While a compassionate 
Smith did not exactly hold with James 
Fenimore Cooper's concept of the 
nobel savage. Unimpressed with the

Indians along tne Sacramento River 
he described them in his journal as 
“the lowest intermediate link between 
man and the brute creation 


Still traveling along the Sac- 
ramento River the group ran into 
trouble with the mountain mans 
foremcst rival for supremacy in the 
wild, the bear On March 8 a trapper 
named Rodgers killed one bear and 
wounded another The next day 
Rodgers and a friend, unsatisfied with 


one kill, went after the wounded 
animal. The bear found the hunters 
first and mauled Rodgers twice 


before the two men could drive him 
away 

Rodgers was cut up badly with 
wounds in numerous places Smith 


dressed Rodgers wounds with 
plasters of soap and sugar The 
trappers then settled down and 
waited unti! Rodgers was able to 


trave! again 


A tew weeks later Smith had “bar 
trouble of his own. While trodding 
into a thicket on foot to examine a 
fresh kill the supposedly dead bear 
with open mouth and making no 
pleasant noise” rushed Smith His 
one shot expended, Smith escaped 
only by lunging headfirst into the 
nearby river 


day This time he was on horseback 
and the bear grabbed the tail of his 
mount The bear held on while the 
frightened horse dragged him for 40 
or 50 yards. He finally let go and 
Smith commented that he “was quite 
glad to get rid of his company on any 
terms 


On April 11. Smith and his men 
crossed the Sacramento just above 
the present site of Red Bluff The 
party then headed northwest through 
the mountains
